That although the Church is ſuppoſed to bein the 
Common-wealth (as all viſible Societies of private men 
are therein) and conſequently no peculiar ſtate by it ſelf : 
and although Judge N:chod's ſaid true, that the Adt for ra- 
king the Engagement doth require all men in any Office 
whatſocverliving within the Commonwealth to take it ; 
and that Miniſters arc intended in that Act, as men in 
office living within the Common- wealth; yer it doth 
not at all follow,thattherefore the word Commonwealth 
in the Engagemert doth fignifie ina large ſenſe Church- 
Government, as diſtin from the Civil,and ina ſtrict ſenſe 
Civill Government by it ſelf. Forall whom ever I have 
either read or heard ſpeak of a Common-wealth hi- 
herto amongſt us , have taken it only in a civill ſenſe, 
eirher morelargely to fignifie the collective body of the 
Engliſh Nation; orin a ftricterſenſe, ro ſignifiethe repre- 
ſentative Body thereof in Parliament, and that the word 
Common-wealth is to be taken only in this civill ſenſe 
the Parliament hath declared by an Acrof May 19, 164g. 
wherein they ſhew that the people of the Land are made 
a Common- wealth or free State , and that theyare ro be 
governed as a free State by their Repreſentatives in Parla- 
ment, and by ſuch as the Parliament thal appoint and con- 
ſticureas Officers and Miniſters under them, andthis Acr 
was made purpoſely,as I takeir,tocleer the word from all 
ambiguity, and to deſcribe rhe preſent Civill conſtitution 
in oppoſition to Monarchie, which by another Act isabo- 
liſhed. As Monarchie then was nevertaken for Church- 
governmentinany ſenſe wharſoever;but only for a Civill 
Conſtitution; although rhere was a Church- Govern- 
ment 
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ment conteined in it : fo a Common-wealch is nothing 
elſe bur a meere Civilt frame of State , alchough the 
Church hath a being inir: ſothen to be rue and faichfull 
tothe Common-wealth as it is noweſtabliſhed , fignifies. 
nothing elſe in the ſenſe of the Parliament that made the 
Engagement ; buttodoall good offices to the peopleof 
this Land,and to the Parliamentary Government thereof, 
as they are now Conſticuted in a State of Freedome to be 
without a King and Houſe of Lords , who did uſurpe an 
undue power over the Commons. None caninterpretthe 
meaning of che words of the Engagement, ſo wellas they 
who made it : butifany rationall man will look upon the 
frame of thingsin the State whenthe Engagement was ap- 
pointed to be taken , and che proper immediate end for 
which it was appointed; and then will takerhe Gramma- 
ticall ſenfe and conſtruction of the words as they ſuitero 
char Stare, and reach that end: he will perceive that by the 
word Common-wealth nothing elſe can be meant, buta 
Civill Conſtiturion. For then rhe frame of rhe State was 
wholly changed from one Civill Governmentro another, 
and theend for which the Engagement was to be taken; as 
by the Act enjoyning the taking thereof appeareth , 
was to preſerve the people of the Land in ſafety from. 
Forreign rnd Domeſtick Infurrectionsand Plots, and o> 
ſettlethem in Freedom andUniry amongſt themſelves, for. 
their mutuall good under their new Conſticucion ; there- 
fore if you look upon the words, and conſtruerhe Gram- 
matitall ſenſerhereof rationally, you can make no Engliſh 
of them bur chis; that every one living as a free ſubject in 
this Nation is to engage himſelf by a ſpeciall promiſe to 
the Civil Power therein; that he will be true and faithful, 
chat is, intend no harm bur procureall good , zo the Com- 
»on-wealth of England,that is,torhe people of this Nati- 
On 
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On, as tO a free State, as it is now eſtabliſhed, that. 
1s , as at this preſent it is conſtituted by the Au- 
thority of Parliament , without a- King and-Houſe of 
Lords, that is ; without thoſe Civill Governours which 
formerly ruled over it. So chat thereis nothing in any cir- 
cunſtance of the whole matter to ſuggeſt that by che word 
Common-wealth, the government of the Church ſhould 
at al be intended: forthe limiting words,as now eſtabliſhed, 
and the explanatory words of this eſtabliſhment, without 
4 King or Houſeof Lords : c\cerly determine whar is to be 
meant by a Common-wealth unto whichthey relate , for 
taking the Common-wealth in the Parliaments ſenſe, for 
the peoplecolleRively, as united under the Supream Au- 
thoricy of their Repreſentatives in Parliament, thecon- 
ſtruction muſt run thus. Firſt, that we engage tothe peo- 
ple of England,madea free State, that is,ſetart liberry from 
a Monarchicall State wherein it was before. Secondly, 
that we c ro this people as now eſtabliſhed, this 
draws us to look upon the Acts of Parliament which then 
were made for the changeand ſertlement of the Govern- 
"ment , whereof not one mentioh any thing ar all of 
Church-government ; bur all declarethe Civill Govern- 
menr only robe changed. From whence by the way we 
may gather,rthar rcheChurch- par oc which then was, 
was not changed bur left inthe ſertlement wherein it was 
before: wherefore we mult conclude that the word Com- 
mon-welth in that place was never meant. to fignifie 
Church-government at all; becauſethe reſtritive words, 
13-now eſtabliſhed; rake rhe minde off from all other 
conceptions and limit it only to that ſenſe, which the 
Parliament had then declared it tro be meant in, which was 
meerly Civill, and laſtly, leſt the eſtabliſhment might be 
any way doubttull or obſcure , it is _ fully explained 
| 0 
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ro-be without a King 4nd Houſe of Lords : that is, that theſe 
are removed from the ſettlement ; and thar all formerly 
ſerled in Parliament , and not expreſly repealed:, ſtands 
firme without them ; ſo- that the change and; new efta- 
bliſhmenr is meant only ro «be Civill 5 and: mainly in this 
reſpetrobe new, that it is now ſetled atadiſtance from 
a King and Houſe of Lords : which expreſſe remoyall of 
rhem from the Conſtitution of the Government, implies 
that rhe governmentin other chings did remain unakered,, 
and conſequently that the Government of the Church as 
formerly eſtabliſhed by Ordinances of Parlament was ſtil, 
as it had been, if in any ſenſe at alli was tobe referred un- 
tothe word Common-wealth :and I. dare ſay very confi- 
dently, though Iam.none of the houſe, that ir was not in 
the thought of any rationall man who voredthe Engage- 
ment , tooblige any that. ſhould take it to any marterof 
Church-governmeat whatſoever, bur only to be durifull. 
ſubjes to the Civil Conſticution; which Civil Conſtigu-- 
tion in all Chriſtian Common-wealths.is never ſuppoſed 
to be without ſome Church-government.. For although 
the Governours of Common-wealths as ſuch,rclateonly, 
to the ſocictics of men as theyare men, aſſociated forthe 
common good of one another in humane affairs :. yer, it 
muſt be ful y granted thatin Chriſtian Common;wealths, 
the Magiſtrateas Chriſtian relates alſo 10 the. ſocieties of 
menas they are Chriſtians ; aſſociated for rhe common 
good of oneanother in the affaires of, God ;by.his Spirit, 


therefore whether youlook upon the Church.as an our- 


ward viſible humane ſociety , orderly conſtituted under 
ſome rule of outward adminiſtrations; or.look upon them 
as a viſible copany of Saints profeſſing joynt)y.che Name 
of Chriſt for their mutuall edificationin - & ſpuirztheyare 
both wayes under the care and inſpection of. the Chriſtian 
Magiſtrate; and in both reſpe&ts che Church and the Go- 
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vernment thereof may be ſaid robe in the Common- 
wealth ,, becauſe all viſible ſocieties and the frames there- 
of, ought to be referred unto the government of a Chri- 
ſtian State or Common-wealth- : bur rthar the name 
Common-wealth in the ordinary acception of the word; 
or in the conſtruQtionot the-Engagement ſhould fignific 
a Church-government; is the firſt time that eyer I have 
heard it : and although ir muſt not be denied that all 
Church-Conſtirutionsas they are matters of viſible Or- 
der and Government, . and as they relate ro humane So- 
cteties , belong to the inſpection of the Civil Magiſtrate, 
and ought to be referred roa Chriſtian Common- wealth; 
yet it followeth not that Church-Officers or Church- 
members qua tales, are Common-wealth- Officers, or 
Common-wealch members qua tales. ' _

onceas Officers of the Church,and alſo as ſubjects to this 
Common-wealthas Chriſtian: in whichreſpeQrhey were 
called uponby the At robe true and faithfull thereunto, 
as good reaſon they ſhould : ſecing not only as ſubjeas 
they doenjoy protection, bur as Church-Officers they re- 
ceiye maintenance from rhe Common-wealth for the dif- 
charge of their daties , whichin ſome reſpe& may deno-
